genuinely impressed with a story arc in any series 
as | was with this past one, and I'm sure a lot 
of other readers feel the same way. The knockoff 
X-Men were a fantastic idea (which really has 
potential for exploring where they go from there, 
either popping back up or in a limited series), and 
it was a struggle not to tear up with that last panel 
between Cap and Deadpool. 

But the writing of Deadpool is what got me. | 
can't even put my finger on it, the reader was just... 
completely drawn in by him and what Deadpool 
must have been feeling by the second book of the 
arc. And playing him off of Cap and Wolverine like 
that was brilliant.. You KNOW something big is 
going on when those two are concerned about 
someone (as | side note, | tire of Wolverine's over- 
exposure as much as the next guy, but | would 
read the HELL out of an ongoing series featuring 
those three by these writers). . Deadpool had 
purpose again, he wasn't just wandering in and 
out of adventures, which, while generally amusing, 
was kind of getting old. Deadpool had dimension 
brought back to him, and it was almost a complete 
surprise to see it, much less to see it done so 
amazingly well. The art was fantastically fitting, 
capturing what was happening behind the masks 
with the masks still ON beautifully. This has 
been a fantastic arc | could lend out to any comic 
naysayers and go, “Really? You think you dont like 
comics? Read this.”, throwing it up there with my 
personal favourites like Kraven's Last Hunt and the 
return of the Rhino in Amazing Spider-Man from a 
couple of years back. 

So, thank you. Thank you so much for this arc 
and for this series, and | hope hope hope this is 
one of Marvel's ongoing series' that actually... you 
know... 'ongoes'.
